The Photography of Lorenzo Gomez 


Lorenzo Gomez's fine art images 
of Latin Men have made an 
unforgettable impression in the eyes 
of photography connoisseurs for 
over twenty years. His interest in 
that art form started at ten years of 
age when Lorenzo was _ given 
stewardship of the family camera 
because of his interest in the magic 
that cameras could do. That first 
camera placed in his hands started a 
love affair with the photographic 
medium. 


Overcoming several obstacles 
including financial means, minority 
status, and sexual orientation in the 
decade of the seventies was not 
a deterrent but a determination 
to succeed. Growing up a young 
gay person in a non gay world, 
Mi particularly Latin, was what helped 
Lorenzo develop to be the photographer he is today. 


W hen he first started shooting Latin men, it was because no one else was. It was 
because he was Latin, and that he was attracted to Latinos. 


In 2000 Lorenzo had the opportunity to have his first coffee table book published. 
Dios Latino (Latin Gods). It was an instant sellout and is out of print, and has gone on to 
become a collectors item. Lorenzo jokes that he cannot afford to purchase it on eBay. 
Dios Latino is a collection of his highly stylized industrial images shot with a super hero 
homage. Many of the images were shot at an old toilet recycling establishment near his 
home. The facility borders the train tracks 


of Amtrak's San Diego to Los Angeles line. 


There were many days when there were 
nude and semi-nude modes high on block 
walls above the tracks, wearing gold angel 
wings or holding up globes like Atlas when 
the commuter trains rolled by! Lorenzo 
could only imagine what those commuters 
thought! A beautiful naked man with god- 
like wings, seemingly ready to take flight. 
Lorenzo and his assistants would duck 
behind the stone wall, leaving the naked model trapped high on the wall for the world to 
see as the trains whizzed by.

Apparently one's first column is no easier to write then one's last and maybe 
none of them will be easy at all-time will tell | guess. 


| believe that O utlooks Magazine has a proud history. From it's humble beginnings 
here in Calgary, to eleven years later, the only truly national gay monthly publication 
in Canada.! further believe that the magazine has the potential to be a leader in the 
field of GLBT journalism in C anada, and so my commitment to you, the reader, is to 
try to continually raise the bar in our content, features and format over the months 
and years to come. 


And for me,| really could not have chosen a better date to come on board than 
June 1-the first day of Gay Pride Month. Like most of you,! remember my first pride 
event; my coming out; my finally beginning to accept who | was; but this year, | also 
found myself trying to define what "gay pride" really is. 


To start with "pride" is one of those words like "love," "honesty," or "beauty".Ask someone what it means, and they'll try to answer, 
stumble, think about it, and then give their interpretation of what it means... to them.Ask a dozen different people and you'll get a 
dozen different answers.And so it goes. Many of us would also have a tough time defining "Gay Pride." Although most of us would 
agree that June, being Gay Pride Month is a time to wear pink triangles and rainbow colors and attend, or march in, the annual parade. 
Accurate? Most definitely-but only to a point. Marching in the parade one day out of the year isn't-and shouldn't be-the only thing 
that Gay Pride is about. It's more than just a gesture; at the very least, it's ashow of support for our community. But more importantly, 
it's an opportunity to show the rest of the world that we exist, and that we won't hide in the closet anymore. So, what is "Gay Pride" 
about? 


Gay pride is about appreciating yourself and other members of our community for being different. For being who you/we are. 


It's funny to a degree that in the fight for equality based upon sexual orientation, an unfortunate consequence has been that many 
of our well-meaning but misguided brothers and sisters mistakenly believe that by being more like "the rest of the world," we can 
achieve our goals of equality faster, and also gain acceptance from the heterosexual majority. It is amusing to note that in the era of 
the Stonewall riots (1969), we were fighting for the right to be "different," while today it seems we are fighting even harder for the 
right to be "the same’ as straights. Is this because it's easier to be "the same" to "assimilate" then it is to be "different?" Ofcourse 
it is... it lessens the effort required in the uphill battle. 


And being different is never easy, whether it involves sexual orientation or other aspects of our lives. In fact it has had, and will 
continue to have, a crippling effect on the self-esteem and happiness of many. For example, some people will die never accepting their 
sexual orientation out of fear of rejection. In the end, whom have they pleased? Certainly not themselves. 

So again | ask, what is "Gay Pride?" 

First off, | really don't think it's all that important that we come to an agreement on a universal definition that's the same for 
everyone. | believe, what's more important is that all of us feel positively and lovingly about being who we are-in our case, definitely 
including but not limited to being gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgendered-at least for one moment in our lives and hopefully more.And 
that can be in June or any other month, at the Parade or any other location, or whether you're 19 or 99. Ultimately, the real and most 
important meaning of "pride" is the self-respect we hold within each one of us. 


Discovering-and holding to-that pride is the challenge for us all. W

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Gavin Crawford: FindingT he Perfect Canadian Maria

He won't be wearing a Mother Superior's habit, but redheaded comedian/actor 
Gavin Crawford says he's going to have tons of fun hosting a CBC talent series designed 
to find the perfect Maria von Trapp to star in a fall Toronto production of Andrew Lloyd 
Webber's musical The Sound Of M usic. 


Crawford— out and gay and a sparkling wit— grew up in Lethbridge, Alberta, and is a 
big hit on the CBC show This Hour Has 22 Minutes. Choosing to host a seven-part 
summer series based on the N azi-era musical was a dream job for him. 


"Ever since childhood I've loved musical theatre and I've always enjoyed The Sound Of 
Music," he tells Outlooks. "H aving a talent contest to choose Maria von Trapp was the idea 
of Lord Andrew Lloyd W ebber and they did it on BBC 
Television.| saw some clips of that on the Internet so 
when CBC decided to do a similar series to choose 
a Maria for the upcoming Lloyd Webber Toronto 
production in the fall | knew | had to be involved." 


The British TV series whittled prospective Marias 
down to Connie Fisher, who became an overnight 
star in Britain. The Sound Of Music opened a year ago 
at the London Palladium with the largest advance ticket sales in London theatre history. 
It's now in its second year, playing to capacity crowds. 


Crawford says he loves hosting the series, which is on at 8:00 PM Sundays and Mondays 
and began June 15. In the first episode, forty-eight potential Marias aged seventeen to 
thirty are at a Maria School in Toronto, 
being prodded and poked into shape and 
perfect voice by a team of coaches and 
panelists. H alf are sent home. 


In episode two, the top twenty were 
flown to London, England, to put on a 
private concert for Lord Lloyd Webber, 
who was also kind enough to give 
everyone tickets to his London show. 


"We had a great time and it was fun," 
says Crawford. "Some of the girls came 
down with the flu and | was busy giving 
them moral support. It was a bit surreal 
because they were each holding a little 
stuffed goat for the goatherd song High 
OnThe Hill. It was quite surreal being in 
the middle of all that, but the London 
Palladium is a fantastic theatre." 


Crawford also gets to interview the three series judges: Simon Lee, who is Lord Lloyd 
Webber's music supervisor; Elaine Overholt, one of the top vocal coaches on this 
continent and responsible for working on movies such as Chicago and Hairspray; and John 
Barrowman, who is the star of Torchwood and 
Doctor W ho. Borrowman was also a judge on the 
BBC series that found a British Maria von Trapp. 


"My role is really to be host of the party," says 
Crawford." | think of myself not as the Mother 
Superior but more as someone like Uncle Max. | 
don't get to turn down any of the Marias so they 
will still like me even if they get sent home. | just 
bring them presents and moral support." 


Although the seven programs use three judges 
he says the C anadian public will get to choose the 
successful Maria. Episode three (Sunday, June 22) 
goes live and the public can phone in their 
choice. Each week they will get to have a say in 
who goes home. 


Thousands of young women across Canada were auditioned before the forty-eight 
candidates were chosen.T hose will slowly be whittled away 'til only one is left and she is 
likely to become a Canadian superstar. But, it will be great exposure and experience for 
all the others who don't make it, says Crawford. 


A 1994 graduate of the University of British Columbia's acting program, Crawford 
often did stand up at local clubs in Toronto in exchange for beer tickets-that is, before 
getting a regular pay cheque as part of the Second City comedy troupe. Crawford also 
did some children's theatre to pay the bills. 

He quickly became a fixture of alternative comedy stages all over Toronto and went on 
to win the 1998 Tim Sims Encouragement Fund Award, which acknowledges excellence 
in emerging comedians. 


He was later handpicked to join The Second City, where he wrote and performed for 
two of their main-stage productions, Y2K:The Chip Hits The Fan and Nude Beachwear. In

1999 he had the distinction of appearing in the most shows at Montréal's Just For Laughs 
comedy festival. 


His talent was recognized early on by The Comedy Network where he appeared in the 
specials Tickled Pink and Cream Of Comedy. In the spring of 1999 Gavin was selected to 
tape Ripe and Red, his own, one-hour special for CTV and The Comedy Network's award- 
winning comedy showcase Comedy Now. It was a hit on Comedy Central and the special 
was nominated for two Gemini Awards and won a bronze medal at the Houston 
International Film and Television Festival. 


He also had his first feature film lead as Harper in My DogVincent and was seen in the 
British feature film Dead by Monday. 


After Rick Mercer left This Hour Has 22 Minutes at the end of the 2001 season, the 
show's producers called Gavin to offer him a spot on 
the show. But he was busy doing The Gavin Crawford 
Show at the time 


He finally got another CBC call and moved to 
Halifax for his new gig as reporter on CBC's ... 22 
Minutes. Though Crawford may be the new face on 
the Halifax desk, he already has a Gemini to show for 
his work, after winning for best individual 
performance in a comedy series at this year's award 
ceremony. 


He says he's pleased to be hosting a genuine talent show to discover a Canadian star. 
"Too many reality shows use people with little or no talent but all the girls in this one 
are very talented," he says. 

"Solving A Problem Like M aria will keep me busy into July and then | will get a month or 
so to rest," he adds. "After that I'll be gearing up again for another series of This Hour Has 
22 Minutes."

... the 18th Annual Inside O ut Toronto Lesbian and Gay Film and Video Festival for 
celebrating its most successful year ever! W ith its winning combination of increased box- 
office revenue, enlarged audience attendance, rave critical reviews, new _ initiatives 
enthusiastically embraced, and overwhelmingly positive feedback from patrons and special 
guests, this year's festival was a very popular, resounding success. Now | ask you, who 
doesn't like to be popular? Precisely! 


The festival's unique programming included more than 250 films/videos from more 
than 100 international filmmakers, so 
there was always something screening 
to satisfy even the most discerning 
filmgoer's taste. I'm not exaggerating 
when | tell you that it really was a 
case of "too many movies, too little 
time!" Therefore, three cheers for 
the immeasurable help from Ingrid 
Hamilton (Publicist) and Jon Davies 
(Assistant Programmer/Programming 
Coordinator) for making it possible for 
me to enjoy the following cinematic 
treats: 


Like A Virgin: heartwarming comedy 
from South Korea, that's rich with 
quirky characters in an engaging, 
poignant story concerning the young 
hero's dream to undergo a sex change 
operation. But lacking the necessary 
cash, he's encouraged to enter a 
traditional Korean wrestling match in 
hopes of winning the prize money. So, 
he begins training in earnest in an 
absurdly hilarious attempt to meet that 
macho challenge. And faster than you 
can say, "| borrowed these dance moves 
and these make-up tips from my idol, 
Madonna," he's soon bruising his butch 
wrestling opponents and _lip-synching 
up a storm! 


Just the Two of Us: unintentionally 
hilarious, trashy lesbian melodrama 
concerning two discontented L.A. 
housewives who lunch and shop while 
their boring husbands are out of town 
on business. But luckily it doesn't take 
long for those unsatisfied gals to 
discover far more romantic ways to be 
spending their time together in this 
vintage (1975) guilty pleasure. Trust 
me, this flick's over-the-top acting, shag 
carpets, macramé wall hangings and 
baby-doll pajamas give "camp" a good 
name-so let's pray it becomes the pulp 
fiction classic it's meant to be! 


Love Songs: endearing musical from France that's dynamic, witty and trés, trés charmant! 
It involves a blissful ménage a trios— that's how we know it's a French film, silly— that gets 
turned upside down when tragedy strikes. This emotional rollercoaster occasionally 
breaks into song without being annoying, as it assumes a delicate balance between 
melancholy, joy, grief and celebration-until romance triumphs. W hat can | say? Vive 
l'amour! 


Savage Grace: shockingly true, murderous tale of an ultra-wealthy, very unstable heiress, 
Barbara Baekeland— bravely played by the incomparable Julianne Moore— and her 
intensely needy, suffocating, incestuous relationship with her only son. Director Tom 
Kalin— his first feature was the queer classic, Swoon—makes the most of this 
unbelievably rich source material as he draws forth another electrifying performance 
from Miss Moore, who miraculously manages to garner audience sympathy for her risky, 
brittle portrayal of this neurotically obscene monster of a mother. And you thought 
Mommie Dearest had issues! 


Shelter: tender love story where young, straight surfer boy meets older, gay surfer boy, 
falls in love and comes out. But thanks to a believable script concerning their mutual 
family obligations, career decisions and unrealized dreams, this film avoids all hints of soap 
opera schmaltz.T he terrific acting by all performers is realistic and natural. And the film's 
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happy ending received an emotionally charged, well deserved round of audience applause. 
Don't miss it! 


Dream Boy: ghost story set in rural Louisiana, chronicling the complicated relationship 
between two cute teens as they sort out their budding feelings for each other amid their 
deeply homophobic, religious surroundings. This moody film has singer Rickie Lee Jones 
and seldom seen, Diana Scarwid on hand portraying the teens’ wise, protective mothers. 
But even those two gifted, no-nonsense gals can't keep the provocative plot twists from 
escalating to a senseless murder. 


Mulligans: gorgeously shot in Victoria B.C., this melodrama spotlights another 
memorable performance by the luminous Thea Gil, as the betrayed wife, while sexy 
Charlie David and hunky Dan Payne 
sensitively portray lovers whose affair 
leads to exposed secrets, family 
upheavals and eventual heartbreak.Yes, 
the script relies heavily on coincidental 
clichés, but don't let that minor 
misstep keep you from seeing 
this homegrown production and 
supporting our country's film industry. 


Boystown: Spanish comedy that gets 
off to a running start with unsolved 
murders, steamy bathhouses and two 
lovably sexy, bearish leading men. So 
when a meddling mother who swears 
like a drunken sailor and an eccentric, 
multi-phobic police inspector with her 
clueless, neurotic son get tossed into 
the mix, you know there'll be no 
turning back! This irresistibly funny, 
dark comedy is Almodovar-lite in its 
tone, which is high praise indeed for 
emerging director Juan Flahn. 


The Walker: poisonous tale about 
corruption and murder within the top 
echelons of Washington's political 
society. Lauren Bacall, Lily Tomlin and 
Kristen Scott Thomas all rely on 
W oody Harrelson as the indispensable 
"extra" man who squires them around 
and keeps their secrets. Until he 
becomes inadvertently embroiled in a 
simmering scandal that forces him to 
abandon his carefully cultivated pose 
and begin playing the game for keeps. 
But who cares? My focus was on a 
heinously miscast Woody's offensive 
portrayal of a lisping gay man and his 
ridiculous hairpieces— | swear they sit 
on top of his head resembling road kill! 
W here is my refund? 


Newcastle: visually stunning film that 
saturates the senses with magnificent 
surfing footage and plenty of cute 
twinks with Australian accents! The world of competitive surfing provides a sexy 
backdrop for this coastal town's stories of personal failure, blossoming romance and 
newfound respect as its studs, misfits and dreamers interact in and out of the water.As 
the excitement builds, capturing the crash of the waves, you can practically smell the 
ocean... at least | hope that's what it was!

When you think of holiday destinations in the South Pacific with beautiful 
beaches and a warm, clear blue ocean, then Chile is probably not the first 
destination that comes to mind. However, this long, narrow strip of coastal land 
wedged between the Andes Mountains and the Pacific O cean— rather like a large 
snake— known as the Republic of Chile, has some of the most beautiful beaches 
in South America and the capital city of Santiago is very gay-friendly. 


This narrow land mass borders Peru to the north, Bolivia to the northeast, 
Argentina to the east, plus the Drake Passage at the country's southernmost tip 
and stretches 2700 miles along the Southwestern coast of South America. It is 
only 150 miles deep at its widest point, and the majestic Andes mountain range 
creates a natural border separating it from neighbouring Argentina and Bolivia. 
But the diversity of Chile—from the northern arid land of the forbidding 
Atacama Desert to the central expansive river valley encompassing vineyards and 
farmland, the lush Lake District and in the South, the archipelago maze of 
Patagonia— makes this a truly spectacular adventure vacationland. W ith more 
than fifty active volcano peaks, primeval forests and enchanting lakes, a temperate 
year-round climate, Chile is rapidly becoming the new eco-adventure destination 
of choice in South America. 


Most visitors to Chile arrive in Santiago, the capital city, and from here it is easy 
to head off into the different regions for unique holiday experiences. Also, in 
Santiago and nearby Vina del Mar or Valparaiso, you will also find the most 
extensive gay and gay-friendly highlights of this diverse country. 


During the past decade, homophobia has all but vanished in Chile and same- 
sex relations have been legal since 1998.The age of consent is eighteen, and 
sexual relations must be conducted in privacy in order not to be considered 
immoral or indecent behaviour. C urrently the Congress of Chile is considering a 
law allowing civil unions between same-sex couples and several notable media 
celebrities have come out and declared their support for gay rights. This has led 
to an increase in the number of gay businesses, especially in Santiago.

Santiago From Cerro San Cristobal 


Bellavista is a neighbourhood with narrow streets and the artsy boutiques of 
the city's bohemian quarter. This is a very clean, safe city and affords many 
enjoyable walks in the different tourist and residential neighbourhoods or 
expansive public parks. 


Any visit to Santiago should commence by riding the funicular to see the Statue 
of the Virgin atop the hill of Cerro San Cristobal and observe the city below. 
Many of the gay discos and bars are located in the Barrio Bellavista at the foot of 
Cerro San Cristobal.The nearest Metro station is Baquedano in Plaza Italia from 
where you cross Avenue Providencia, then cross the bridge over the Rio 
Mapocho and you are in the Barrio. Local restaurants, colourful cafés, bars and 
night clubs can all be found here and it is one of the most fun communities in 
Santiago for both straight and gay visitors alike— it's no gay ghetto, but rather a 
truly integrated district.The other concentration of gay bars can be found in the 
downtown area a short walk from the beautiful park Cerro Santa Lucia and close 
to the pedestrian shopping streets. Recommended by some local residents for 
neighbourhood bar atmosphere are the Bar W illy and Holandesa. For late-night 
clubbing the Bokhara, Bunker and Fausto are worthy of visits. The clubs don't 
usually get going until about 1:30 AM and then the party can last until dawn. 


W hether you start your day early for exploring, or sleep until noon, the city 
of Santiago has much to offer for sightseeing and entertainment. The Museo 
Chileno de Arte Precolombino is Santiago's finest museum, with a beautifully 
presented collection of pre-Hispanic art assembled from the whole South 
American continent. Highlights include elaborate Meso-American incense 
burners, Andean textiles dating back as far as 3,000 years, and Maya carvings— 
not to be missed for any reason. Or you can try a fresh-as-it-comes seafood 
lunch at the stately Mercado Central, surrounded by market stalls packed with 
glistening sea bass and salmon, buckets of salt-crusted oysters, mussels or clams. 
La Chascona is the former house of Pablo N eruda— Chile's N obel Prize-winning 
poet.The house is packed to the rafters with bizarre and beautiful objects, from 
Victorian dolls and African carvings to music boxes and paperweights. Preserved 
as a museum, it makes for a fascinating visit.W ithout a doubt, the best place to 
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hunt for souvenirs is the lively Los Dominicos market, where you'll find a huge range of beautiful 
handicrafts as well as antiques, books, fossils, a restaurant, and live music with dancing on weekends. 
Plus the many Spanish palaces, castles and historic buildings are a photographer's dream come true. 


After a few days in the capital city, it is well worth venturing to the Pacific Coast to enjoy the ocean 
and more of aresort style holiday. A short fifteen-dollar, two and a half hour motor coach ride will 
take you to the old port city of Valparaiso. This will feel like stepping back in time to enjoy the old 
world charm of areal Chilean fishing and shipping port.The historic buildings and the open-air market 
where the locals meet, remains unchanged from centuries past. The local restaurants and bars will 
serve authentic local dishes to delight any discerning palate. The papa fritas— fried potatoes— are a 
Chilean specialty, particularly in a dish called Chorillana, in which the potatoes are combined with 
eggs, onions, beef and sausage. Just remember that the ketchup comes in a green container and the 
chili sauce in a red container! Here inValparaiso you will also find the very modern Congress building, 
which is the seat of the country's government. Strolling around town is a very relaxing and fascinating 
way to spend a day or two. 


And by now it's probably time to stretch out on the beach and relax.A short fifteen-minute local 
bus ride from Valparaiso is the resort town of Vina del Mar— Vineyard By The Sea— where luxury 
hotels, apartment rentals and bed and breakfasts skirt the Pacific O cean promenade. One of the 
largest gaming palaces in Chile— the Municipal Casino— is located here and it includes a five star 
hotel, discotheque and gourmet restaurant.

And if you're wondering about the "Vina" in the name, then you are in for a treat 
when you sample the local vintages for which Chile is becoming famous.T his seaside resort is perfect 
for unwinding and experiencing a real Chilean holiday. 


Accommodations throughout C hile range from back-packer's retreats to modern luxury hotels and 
everything in between— all at very reasonable prices. However, exclusively gay accommodations are 
hard to find. In Santiago the gay-friendly Hotel La Foresta is perfectly located in the heart of the city 
close to the GLBT nightlife and on the edge of Cerro Santa Lucia Park. The rooms are spacious, 
inexpensive and the staff is extremely helpful and knowledgeable of the gay scene.The Hotel Castillo 
is a gay guesthouse built in 1920 with an interior designed like a castle and located adjacent to the 
Bokhara discotheque. The rooms are inexpensive if you like to be right where the nighttime— and 
sometimes daytime— action abounds. 


It is important to note that Canadian visitors to 
Chile are required to purchase an entry visa for a cost 
of approximately $120.00 (credit cards accepted), 
which is valid for the life of your passport. However, 
this entry fee is more than offset by the very low cost 
of living and extremely inexpensive dining and 
entertainment throughout Chile. 


So, in the longest and narrowest country in the 
world renowned for copper, salmon and excellent 
wines, be prepared for a uniquely gay South American 
experience and a Pacific Coast vacation full of uniquely 
gay Latin memories.

Ted Patterson: Still DevotedTo 
The Dance At 78

In July this year he turned age 78, but 
you'd never know it to see him. 


Ex-Royal Winnipeg Ballet (RW B) 
dancer Ted Patterson is still physically 
and mentally fit as a fiddle and actively 
involved as a busy RW B volunteer. 


He still works out and looks years 
younger than his actual age. 


Patterson grew up in Edmonton 
and got involved with community 
theatre there. He was involved with 
two plays with Studio 54 at the 

=| =6University of Alberta when the teacher 
of amovement class asked him where he had learned ballet. 


"She was from Latvia and | told her | had never studied ballet," he says. "She urged 
me to take it up because she thought | had talent." 


In his early twenties he moved to W innipeg, where RW B co-founder Gweneth Lloyd 
quickly spotted his talent and offered him a scholarship. Lloyd and friend Betty Farrally 
created the RW B from scratch in 1939. 


He also took asummer course at the N ational Ballet School and met Celia Franca, 
founder of the ballet, who planned to offer him a scholarship. 


"But when she found out | had already been auditioned in W innipeg and offered a 
scholarship by Gweneth Lloyd she was none too pleased," he recalls. "There was a lot 
of rivalry between them. In the end,! went to W innipeg and stayed." 


His arrival coincided with a disastrous fire at the ballet, which destroyed sets and 
costumes. But Patterson persevered and became a member of the RWB in 1955. His 
first week's pay cheque was a princely $26.50. He says being gay was never a problem 
because the creative community was supportive and male ballet dancers were assumed 
to be gay anyway. 

"Today things are very different. It is now accepted for straight men to be involved 
in dance and at one time the RW B didn't have a single gay person in the company," he 
says. "Today probably four out of five of the male dancers are married and perhaps one 
is bisexual. The majority is no longer gay." 


His RW B dance career was cut short in 1963 after he had knee surgery. He then 
took an advanced styling hairdressing course in N ew York and worked at Eaton's for a 
year, but eventually RW B artistic director, Arnold Spohr, asked him to return to the 
ballet to teach dance and repertoire to the first students appointed to a scholarship 
program. 


He enjoyed that and today the RWB professional school, which attracts students 
aged twelve to eighteen from all over the world, is a great success with over 120 
enrolled. T he RW B also has a recreational, non-professional department, which trains 
hundreds of students interested in ballet. 


"The big difference today is the standard of dancing," he says. "Today some of the 
students in the school are technically more advanced than some of our principal 
dancers were in the old days. The standards are very, very high both technically and 
artistically." 


Another major difference is that dancers are better paid and can afford to live a 
relatively normal life. "They are also allowed to do guest appearances and get paid for 
freelance work, which was not allowed in the past," he says. "Dancers today can afford 
a car whereas we walked or had a bike." 


In his own career, he usually worked about six months for the ballet, three months 
in summer theatre and the rest of the years

Ted's final career was at CBC.In 1970 he moved from the ballet and became chief 
costume designer at CBC W innipeg.He worked on manyTV shows including H ymn Sing 
and Fred Penner's Place. 


Though he retired in 1993, he is as busy as ever, volunteering at the RWB and 


working on its archives. Recently he has worked closely with a film crew that is 
preparing two major historical programs on the ballet. O ne is for Bravo! and the other, 
longer version of RW B history will be used for education and promotion. 


The Bravo! film covers the ballet's history from its founding in 1939 up to 1980. 


He still goes into the RW B offices three or four times a week and was responsible 
for the organizing and hanging of hundreds of posters, photographs and displays of 
dancers past and present at company headquarters. He's also involved actively in 
raising funds to preserve the archives, selling reproductions of old posters, costume 
designs and ballet books. 


In addition he's still in contact with many RWB alumni around the world and has 
twice been president of the RW B Alumni Association. He often chats online to former 
dance company members, including former principal dancer Bonnie W yckoff who now 
lives in Geneva and teaches line dancing. 


Most dancers' careers are over by age thirty-five, 
so the W innipeg company provides advanced career 
counselling to prepare them. Many end up in 
teaching dance or branching into other cultural 
fields. "The ballet is like one big family and we try to 
stay in touch," he says. 


All this is a far cry from the early days in the fifties 
and sixties when the company operated on small budgets with no frills. Today it's 
known throughout the world and has a multi-million dollar budget as well as a widely 
recognized training school. 


As for Ted, he has no regrets about staying in the city, which also offers a thriving 
theatre scene, several dance companies and a symphony orchestra. He also loves 
sports and is an avid fan of tennis, Canadian football and hockey. 

"The athletic ability of tennis players is quite amazing," he says. "| love watching it on 
TV and marvel at the stamina and footwork involved."

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This month I'm taking a break from my usual profiles of film and television gaylebrities 
to bring attention to an organization that is working hard to ensure a safe future for all 
of us and to remember some very special H eroes. 


Scott Hall is a native Floridian from Brevard County. He has been a law-enforcement 
Officer, publisher, radio personality, software developer, and long time advocate for the 
GLBT community. His close friendship to Jack Nichols, a pioneer of the gay rights 
movement, helped Scott realize the importance of being vocal and active in the fight for 
the equality and to start the Gay American Heroes Foundation. 


Outlooks: W hat inspired the creation of Gay American H eroes? 


Hall: Ryan Keith Skipper, who was brutally murdered in Florida last year. He had his 
throat slit and was stabbed in the back. He was then left on the side 
of the road for dead. After learning of a story on the local news, and 
knowing that Ryan's murder received such little attention by the 
media, | knew that he would soon be forgotten. 


Outlooks: W hat does the word Hero mean to you? 


Hall: Courageous, strong, fearless, and noble-with that said here 
is Gay American Heroes Foundation definition of Hero: 


"All people who live honestly about their sexual orientation or 
gender identity are heroic, as it takes great strength and courage to 
face the daily struggles for personal freedom in the face of enormous 
opposition; to ultimately give their life for said freedom makes them— 
Heroes" 


Outlooks: W hat is Gay American Heroes specifically advocating? 


Hall: Awareness, education, justice, understanding, acceptance, 
and protection for all Americans— any group that teaches hate in 
America is, in my mind, a domestic terrorist and should be treated 
as such. | know this sounds a bit bold, but hate crimes and murders 
should never be tolerated in any country, let alone the United States 
ofAmerica.W e have much work to do and the GayAmerican Heroes 
is a step in a positive direction. 


Outlooks: Tell me about the monument you are hoping to create. 


Hall: It is going to be approximately eight feet tall by seventy-five 
feet long. | designed it to be artistically beautiful, multi-dimensional, 
and interactive, in the hope that people will get involved and show 
faces and tell the stories of the many hundreds of GLBT murders 
that have happened in the US, from past to present. The memorial 
will travel to universities, colleges and pride celebrations across the 
nation, and, most importantly, to the cities where the murders of our 
heroes have occurred.T his, in turn, will bring awareness to senseless 
murders in these communities and teach understanding and 
acceptance for all. 


Outlooks: W hat message are you hoping the monument delivers? 


Hall: The message is quite straightforward— that human beings 
such as Ryan Skipper (25), Simmie W illiams (17), Michael Sandy (28), 
Lawrence King (15), and hundreds of other gay people are valuable 
members of our society who were stolen from us because of hate.We are determined 
not to let their murders go unnoticed and honor them as heroes for being who they 
were, much as we would any soldier fighting for their, and our, freedom. 


Outlooks: W hat are the realities of hate crimes? Are we witnessing a decrease in 
violent acts over the last ten years aimed at GLBT persons? 


Hall: The sad reality is that our nation does not have national hate crimes legislation. 
Thus, gay people go unprotected every day. It is hard to know exactly how many people 
have been murdered in a gay hate crime, as many cities and states simply are not required 
to report murders as a gay hate crime, even if they are hate crime related. 


Your readers may know that many of us have been fighting tirelessly for years for 
legislation to protect gay people. The most notable and noble person in that fight is Judy 
Shepard. She is the mother of Matthew Shepard, in whose name a hate crimes legislation 
bill is named. That piece of legislation is known as the Matthew Sheppard Act (HR 1592) 
and it has languished in Congress for years. 


So even though the number of gay hate crime murders that we report is shocking, | 
believe that this number is low and not a true representation of the facts today and 
historically. W hy? Because thirteen states do not include crimes based on sexual 
orientation or gender identity and five states do not have hate crimes based on any 
characteristics at all, such as race, religion or sexual orientation.O h yes, and we must not 
forget about unreported crimes and gay, hate crime murders that happen today and have

Another valuable young life was terminated by an 
act of violence on May 16, 2007 in 
Greenville, South Carolina. Sean was 
only 20 years old. His entire world

happened over the past 100 years. Remember, this memorial is also about remembering 
many lost heroes from years past. 


We all know that statistics are not perfect, but this should give you some insight into 
how serious the problem is: the total number of victims reporting anti-LGBTQ violence 
to the non-partisan N ational Coalition of Anti-Violence Programs ("NCAVP") for 2007 
was 2,430 victims. This represents a twenty-four per cent increase over the total number 
of victims reported in 2006. Reported gay murders more than doubled from ten to 
twenty-one. 


Again, we have much work to do as a society and, as an organization, we have much 
work to do to ensure that we find records of gay murders that happened many years and 
decades before organizations like the NCAVP even existed. No one who died in a gay, 

hate crime murder should be forgotten and so our research and 
outreach will continue to remember and honor all of our heroes.

In my humble opinion, you are not living your life if you are in the 
closet; rather, you are living a lie and living someone else's life, which 
has made you believe you are not good enough to be you. Now, it is our responsibility 
to go into those communities that propagate fear and hate and help turn them around 
so that all people can live honestly, lovingly and openly in their community without fear. 
We have much work still to do... but we will get there... one day at a time and one voice 
at a time.

Along O ttawa's Bank Street, there has been a slow and steady drive to turn the section 
between Nepean and James streets into a designated queer village. One of the most 
prominent figures to spearhead this crusade is Glenn Crawford. 


Crawford owns and runs the local firm Jack of All Trades Design, and has also worked 
to brand many identifiable parts of the local queer community, from the new Capital Pride 
logo, to even working on the national AIDS Walk For Life campaign. His taking on the 
Village initiative brings his incredible wealth of 
experience to the table. ——— —

"It was kind of the one piece of the puzzle that we hadn't been working on because 
we had been relying on what Gerry LePage and the BIA had been telling us, that we had 
overall support, so we didn't really feel that we needed to work too strongly on that 
because we were working with him and he was a representative of the businesses." 


But around the time of the open house, it started coming out that LePage and the BIA 
were perhaps not as onside as had been previously believed. "We decided that we 
wanted to talk to the businesses individually to give them information about what 
perspective that we're coming from and how a village can be really strong for the 
businesses in the community, and to sort of gauge where we're at and where business 
support is." 


Taking a marketing approach that had 
previously been ignored in favour of appealing 
to the sense of community, a two-page 
information handout was created, along with a 
cling-on sticker for those supportive businesses 
to put in their windows. 


"It'll alert customers that they're supportive 
of the Village initiative, so if they're looking at it 
from a business perspective this is good for them because it puts their colours on the 
mast, as it were, and saying that we're supporting you, and that obviously will draw people 
in and generate more business," Crawford says. 


But ensuring that the business owners are educated about what aVillage means is still 
the biggest issue at hand. "This has been talked about a lot, but we don't know what kind

independent organisation that would 
be parallel so that it could specifically 
be looking after the needs of that 
association," Crawford says. 


"| think it makes sense if we're going to achieve the type of larger role that we want, 
these little stepping stones of getting something official so that it's something that can be 
run long-term so that we don't end up in this kind of a situation where we've got these 
signs and banners but then nobody follows through with maintenance or anything." 


Crawford does have an ally in City Hall for the initiative— Somerset W ard councillor 
Diane Holmes. "She's always been supportive," Crawford says, and points to the 
overwhelming response shown at the open house. 


"That was huge, and | think that we should be proud of that achievement. | met with 
her, we talked about this next step, she's paid for the printing of the stickers and the 
handouts that we're doing, and she's been very supportive in that regard, and that's been 
very helpful to us." 


Crawford hopes to have a report from this initiative ready in early July in order to 
begin planning the next steps. W

Other People's M oney 
Neil Forsyth with Elliot Castro 
Sidgwick & Jackson, 2007 


In the year 2005, Elliot Castro was sent to prison, called Britain's most "audacious 
fraudster." In fact, the subtitle of the book says as much—this is the story of his rise 
and fall. Castro,a young gay man from Glasgow, developed schemes for bilking credit 
card companies out of millions of pounds, and lived a life of luxury thanks to all of his 
ill-gotten gains— all before it came crashing down around him. 


But unlike most of the '‘villains' of these kinds of tales, C astro doesn't come off as the 
kind of loathsome character that you read about for the sake 

igen of feeling morally superior. Castro seems like a pretty decent 
EL CAST guy at heart, really. He wasn't using his schemes to run drugs 


_ ms finance a gambling habit, or anything like that. He was simply 
PEOPLE’S a working class kid who wanted something more out of life, and 


MONEY found another way of trying to get it— one that didn't involve

might ask whether he had a bad childhood that he was acting 
out on. But this wouldn't be the case. If anything, it was a case that Castro grew up 
too clever for his own good, and that boredom was his motivation— boredom with his 
place in life, boredom with what his family's means could offer him so he was smart 
enough to get his way around it. 


Some of what is fascinating about the book is learning about the schemes 
themselves— not in so much detail that it would encourage someone to copy them, 
though most of the systems Castro exploited have since learned their lessons. It's also 
interesting reading about his travels and his observations, from London, to N ew York, 
Sydney, Chile, and Toronto. Toronto was his first trip abroad that gave him the taste for 
more than a weekend away. And it was later, in Toronto, where he'd also spend time in 
the infamous Don jail. In fact, Castro's journeys were largely punctuated by stints in 
prison, and he'd figure out where he went wrong, and start again. 


Other People's Money is a fast and enjoyable read that gives you that bit of vicarious 
thrill into the life of a high-roller, but also makes you really cautious about the next time 
you hand over your credit card details to someone. Castro's story is definitely a 
worthwhile read. W

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Cooking For Boyz!

Thanks for all the positive feedback on our inaugural column. For this post-pride 
issue I'll be focusing on what else? Cucumbers! ... while they're still fresh on your mind. 


Remember, Cooking For Boyz, Gastronomic Porn for the Urban Male, will focus on food, 
flair, fun and frolic in and out of the kitchen! 


The Fun Part 


The cucumber is a stunning specimen. W hen shopping for cucumbers, have some 
fun! Remember they come in all shapes and sizes. Try to make it look like you're not 
fondling the vegetable; but do run your hand in a grip like motion up and over the 
length of your potential cucumber. You'll know instinctively which ones to choose. 
Remember practice makes perfect. As in so many things! 


W hen shopping for your cukes my research shows that it is best buy hard (no 
kidding) dark green ones. Apparently cucumbers range in size from varieties 3 inches 
(8cm) long— mainly for pickling— to large ones 10 to 12 inches ( 25 to 30 cm) long 
used mainly in salads. According to one source for cooking as a single serving, the best 
size is 6 to 7 inches ( 15 tol8 cm.) Ok, stop being a size queen! 


Here is a little history about this breathtaking vegetable. 


The cucumber is believed to be native to India. From India it spread to Greece and 
Italy, where the Romans were especially fond of the crop, and later through trade, it 
made its way into China. It was probably introduced into other parts of Europe by the 
Romans, and records of cucumber cultivation appear in France in the 9th century, 
England in the 14th century, and in N orth America by the mid-16th century. 


The Spaniards brought the long green cucumber to Haiti in 1494. In 1535 Cartier 
found "very great cucumbers" grown on the site of what is now Montréal. Wow! 
Intrepid out explorer and conquistador Hernado Desoto, in 1509, saw cucumbers in 
Florida "better than in Spain." 


This was where the first cucumber envy was recorded. Captains 
Philip Amidas and Arthur Barlow found cucumbers in N ative 
American gardens in Virginia in 1584. They were also being 
grown by the Iroquois when the first Europeans 
visited them. No one really knows how that 
happened. 


So back to the Greeks! | have three recipes 

for our cucumbers. 

jf 

The Greeks are first, and they have long — 

been exponents of this classic thick, 
creamy, white, gooey, cucumbery dip. 
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The Recipes 
Tzatziki (Greek-Turkish) 
Ingredients 


* 4 cucumbers peeled and seeded 

* 3 cloves garlic, peeled and minced 

* 1 tablespoon of extra virgin olive oil 

¢ Salt and pepper, to taste 

¢ 2 cups of yogurt and sour cream mixed 


Carefully and firmly grip the green cucumber and peel 
off the skin. You will note that the white flesh is very 
slippery to the touch. hmmmmmmmmmmm 


Slice the cucumber down the middle and remove the seeds from the interior of the 
cucumber Run the cucumbers through a box grater. Be careful. 


Drain the cucumber in a colander until all the juices have stopped running. 
What to do: 


In a small bowl, smash the garlic. 

Add the olive oil, salt and pepper. 

Mix together the yogurt and sour cream. 
Stir in the cucumbers and yogurt/sour cream 
Chill, covered, for 1 hour or more. 


Serve as a dip with crackers or pita bread that you have buttered lightly and placed 
under the broiler or raw vegetables such as grape tomatoes, baby carrots, and of all 
things sliced pears. 


This is a great appetizer. Serve it with the great crisp white Greek wine, 
Moschofilero Boutari.This is dry crisp white wine with citrus floral and melon aromas. 
Or try this appetizer with a Mohito. 


Cucumber gurka from Nepal 
Ingredients 


* 1 cucumber 

1/4 cup vinegar 

¢ 1 Tbsp. lemon juice 

* 2T bsp. sugar 

* 2 tsp. salt 

¢ 1/8 tsp. white pepper 

* 1 tsp. celery seed 

¢ 1/4 cup finely chopped onion 

* 2 Tbsp. finely chopped fresh parsley 


What to do: 


W ash and peel cucumber. Cut into paper-thin slices and place into a wide-mouthed 
jar or other covered container. Add the rest of the ingredients. 


Cover the jar and shake well until the sugar is dissolved. 

Chill for at least two hours before serving. 

This cucumber dish can be served with grilled fish or as a bit of zing with a good stiff 
stilton or sharp cheddar cheese. 
Cucumber Sandwiches from the Canadian West Coast 

Ingredients 


* One good long hard green cucumber, sliced 
*Thinly sliced smoked salmon 

A jar of Capers 

* Cream Cheese at room temperature 

* Loaves of dark rye and light rye bread 


What to do: 


Lightly spread the cream cheese on slices of dark and light rye bread. Dot the cream 
cheese with capers.Top the dotted cream cheese with slices of salmon. 

Assemble the sandwiches so the top is dark and the bottom is light (bread that is!) 
Trim the crusts. 


These are great make aheads and my Labrador retriever, W ylie, likes the crusts and 
the ever present cats, Martha and Graham, love some salmon bits.

Like last issue’s asparagus, the cuke has great potential as a visual! | took one my 
famous table centerpieces down to a local grocery store and loaded it up with the 
small cucumbers you see above. Surrounded by the long English and standard green 
cucumbers these imaginative vegetables can make an unforgettable centerpiece on any 
table.
